olution) and that the Rights of the People were 
ONLY CLAIMED, but NOT EFFABCTUALLY 
ASSERTED AND secuRED; but I affirm, and 
have, I think, prov'd too, that thofe important Con- 
ditions were not néglected, and that our Rights were 
not only claim'd, but as effectually afferted and /e- 
cured, as Power or Law could fecure them : The 
Government can’t do more, the reft we muft do o#r- 
felves. 

Bur to proceed a little further; I don’t believe 
Mr. D'dnvers is a Facobite, but that he has ferved 
the Caufe of Jacobiifm more than all the Writers on 
that Side: I verily believe that he is a Whiz, or was 
fo when he frit fet out ; and yet, he hath done more 
differvice to the Caule of Whiggifm, than all the 
Facobitesinthe Kingdom: He hath, indeed, run down 
all the abfurd Doétrines of abjolate, indefenfible, bere- 
ditary Right, and all the Nonienfe of Fure divine Efta- 
blijbments : But what then? why, after he hath done 
this to pleafe she Whies, he hath to pleafe the Tories, 
and to make a Coalition of Parties againft the Court, 
weakened and difgraced that very Caufe, for the Sake 
of which alone, thofe Principles of Paffive Obedience 
and Non-refiftance were exploded. The Facobites will 
ealily forgive him all he hath faid againtt their Prin- 
ciples, when he hath faid, (infameufly faid, as a Wig) 
that we got nothing by the Revolution; that our Righis 
were only claimed, rot fecured ; and that our Liberties 
are more precarious fince, than they were before: For 
they know, that if once a Contempt of the Revolution 
is {pread among the People, and-tharthe Whigs 
felves begin to think with /ndifference about it, that 
they ftand much fairer for another Revolution or Re- 
froration, than if all their Principles were acknowledged, 
and yet a high Veneration for the Revolution, as the 
abfolute Prefervation of our Liberties, was kept up. 

Tue Fach and the Papifts too, ftrike in en- 
tirely withall the Craft(man hath faid about the Pre- 
ference of the antient Conftitution, and the fuperior Virtue 
of the Old Whigs : For they know, if once it comes 
to be believed, that the antient payer was better 
than the Afdern; and, that the old Whigs were in- 
deed brave and glorious Men, but that che prefent 
Court Whigs are a parcel of infamous Fellows, who 
would facrifice the Liberties of their Country to their 
own private Views ; then it follows, that the Revo- 
lution will be thought not worth contending for, and 
the modern Whigs look’d upon as bad as Tories of 

acobites. 

Tuese Impreffions which the Craftfman hath 
endeavoured to make upon the Minds of the People 
relatingto the Revolition, and the Caufe of Whiggifm, 
hath been the true Reafon of all my Difcourfes upon 
the Subjets of the antient and modern Conftitution, 
old and mew Whigs, and the ony Advantages of 
making the Prince of Orange, King, and fettling the 
Crown in the prefent Royal Family. In all which 
Difcourfes, it hath been carried to Demonftration, 
that the modern Conftitution is infinitely »preferable to 
the Antient ; that all the great Ends of the Revolution 
were effeually anfwered ; and, that the new Whies 
are as good asthe O_p ; or, that were the old Whigs 
now alive, they would do, and ought to do after the 
Manner of the prefent Court Whigs, for Men mutt 
change their 4étions, as Things change: The old 
W bigs (that is, the Whigs before the Revolution) 
acted glorioufly in oppofing the arbitrary and tyrannical 
Meafures of a Court; but would not they have been 
ftark Mad, if they had made the fame Oppofition, and 
wrore the fame Books (which the Craft/man hath re- 
tailed) againft a perfettly Legal Government , under 
which all the Rights of the People are facredly pre- 
ferved'; and where "tis impoflible to produce one 
Inftance of an A& of State, or an ACt of Law, that 
hath the leaft Tendency towards arbitrary Power. The 
old Whigs oppoled virtuoufly ; the modern I} bigs oppotc 
vicioufly : The Whigs againft the Court were right 
then; and the Whigs for the Court are right now, 
for the fam: Reafons as they were right chen, the 


Good of the Community, and the Security of all out 
Liberties Civiland Keligious. 


Tass are my real Opinions upon the Subjects here 
mentioned ; and, therefore, | have not treamp'd up 4 
ale Pretence at this Time (as Mr. D* Anvers afferts) 
or want of Argument to ‘ jultify thye who’ have 
* made it their conftant Endeavours to deteat ali the 
‘ great Ends of the Revolution ;” for 1 know no Man, 
nor Set of Men, who have made it their conftant 
deavours to defeat the Ands of the Revolution ; 
but the conftant Traducers of the Revolution, andthe 
confiant Defamers of the prefent Government. 

u& Whigs for the Court have, in general, aéted 
upon Principles ; (1 was going to fay, in 
Inftance, but ome) they have preferved the great Ends 
of the Revolution: They have exercifed na Aas of 
Power againft Law: They have not been inftrumens 
tal in making any Laws which lay a Reftcaint upon 
the Rights of the People; but have repealed fome 
which abridg’d us of our juft Liberties, and made 
others which have enlarged, ftrengthened and fecured, 
our Liberties : They have been Cool and Temperate.in 
all their publick Mealures; and with great Wildom, 
prevented feveral Evils at Home and Abroad; which 
other Men, lefs experienced in human Affiirs, and. 
of more natural Warmth, would have probably in- 
volved us in, or brought upon us in the fame dithcult 
Circumftances of Things : They fcem to have paid a 
conftant Regard to the Peace and Profperity of the 
Kingdom ; and, I think, deferve the Ljfeem and 
Affettion of the Whigs, and not the Harred of 
Papifts, Jacobites, or Tories; for their Afcderaticn 
hath been extended to all Men; and tho’ it is not in 
their Power (nor ever will be in any Men's Power) 
to oblige all Parties; yet they have not made uf of 
their Power to eppre/s any Party: Upon the whole, 
I think, we are very happy under the prefent Admi- 
niftration ; and that ‘tis impoffible to conceive what 
Set of Afen, or what Set. of publik Aions can render 
us more fo than we are at this Time.
